SUIT OVER BIG LEASE.

Attorney Attacks the Capitalist
in a Hearing Before a

Special Master.

J. Pierpont Morgan eventually will becomethe dominating genius in the transportationlines of the Southern States, and
thus, in a large measure, control the commerceof that extensive and productive territory.With the acquisition of the Georgia
Central and the North Carolina railroads it
would seem that he had almost perfected
his "network of lines in the South. In fact,
nearly all the railroads of the South and
West passed into his hands for the purposeof reorganization after the financial
panic of 18U3.
Morgan & Co. control every avenue of

commerce entering New York from the
great Lakes and the South, with the exceptionof the Pennsylvania Railroad «"nd
the Erie Canal," said Philip VV. Aiwrett,
at the beginning of the hearing before a
master in the suit of the North Carolina
Railroad, which is virtually tb.y propertyof the State, against Morgan & Co. and the
Southern Railroad, at the I'ark Avenue
Hotel yesterday. He emphasised this
declaration by asserting tbat/the iron hand
of Morgan was stretching out to throttle

wuimvu-c ui Lm- aoutxE He accused
the banker and his associates of all kinds
of fraud in obtaining the lease of the
North Carolina road, as a connection of the
Southern, which is owned by Morgan. In
order to appreciate the value of the North
Carolina lin<j to the 2.%>rgan system it must
be understood that without the Southern
road, extending from Washington to Atlanta,fae system would be crippled. The
Georg a Central, now in Morgan's grasp,with John M. Egan as president, runs from
At)anta to Savannah, thus giving a sea^ard terminal to the system.

fraud. The explanation is that he and
the United States Circuit Court are in conflictand thus the appointment by Judge

Jridge yesterday and was unhurt.
He made no other preparation for the
eap than that of packing a little cotton in
lis trousers.
The man did not even take the precaulonof having a boat in waiting to pick
iim up. This fact gave rise to a suspicion
f attempted suicide, but all the circumtancesclearly disprove that theory, and
ot even the police now hold it.

Gantz jumped directly in her course, and it
was only by a quick manoeuvring of his
vessel that Captain George E. McConnell
avoided running down the man as he lay
struggling in the water.

McConnell Saw tlie Leap.
Captain McConnell caught sight of him

just as he left the Bridge railing and saw

the falling figure from that moment until
it struck the water. He said that Gantz
shot down as straight as a log, one arm

above his head and the other on his chest,
mnlHri". r>nt a slnirlp turn fmrl hittlne till-
water feet foremost. In a jiffy he was up
again and started to swim off.
A life preserver, with a line attached,

was thrown to him, and within two minutesafter striking the water the peamen
of the cutter pulled him on board. It took
four of them to draw him up.
He was laughing as if the whole matterwas a huge jike. He showed no ill

effects whatever, walking without assistanceacross the deck of the cutter and
coolly seating himself 011 a hatch. The
officers, suspecting at first that the man
had made the leap in an attempt to commitsuicide, asked him why he had done it.
"For fun," he replied, with another burst
of laughter.
He was stripped, rubbed down, wrapped

token to the cutter's berth at the Battery,
where a Hudson street Hospital ambulance
surgeon examined him and pronounced kiln
absolutely uninjured. To the Brooklyn
Bridge policeman, who took charge of him
at that point, Gantz also said that he
jumjed neither for a wager nor in an
attempt to commit' suicide, but only becausehe had bgen dared to make the
leap.

Pelt Like a. Sliort Drive.
When asked what his sensations were

dropping from such a great height, Gantz
said it was all over so quickly that it did
not feel any different from diving from
a height of ten feet. He declared that at
no time was he in the least fearful Of being
killed, and he was particularly anxious,
both on the Manhattan and tbe Barge
Office landing that it should be admitted
that It was the prettiest leap "you ever
saw." Captain McConnell said it certainly
was as neat a feat as was possible.
Gantz is twenty-five years old. about 5

feet ten inches tall, heavily built and
weighing close to two hundred pounds. He
Is said to be a good athelete, and at his
place of employment, where he is now in
his third year, is given an excellent character.Foreman Riley says he is a capable
workman and that his job will be kept
open for him. Gantz has a wife and two
young children.

plunge from the Brooklyn Bridge into the

Because of an over-bought and u,;vheavy
condition, there was a sluml> »a the stock
market yesterday, and the bea-s shaved
the hide off the bulls. That is the jargon
of Wall Street. Translated intc English,
that sentence means that the price for
\v1-»?r»li atopte word snlrl vosfp'dnv wns

much lower than the price for which the
same stocks were sold on Monday. (The
market "broke" In a way sensational,
startling the traders whose interests lay in
the maintenance of the high prices, and
greatly distressing the small speculators
who made their little purchases, hoping
that the rise in the marJTot woild continue
indefinitely, at least until they might have
a chance to sell at a good profit.
Many of these were carrying loads of

margins that would have caused them to
keep to the right in crossing Brooklyn
Bridge. Inspired by the large profits that
came easily during the recent advances,
they piled on margins. The drop came yesterday,and the weight of margins carried
away profits of previous days. The "out
Kifp.i-s" who lost bv tile sudlen descent
were many. But several "insiders" were

caught and scraped.

The break in prices oegau
when business began, and continued during
the day, the market closing at prices
generally the lowest. Theie were stations
in the decline. Brokers briced the falling
stocks by buying from ail who offered.
These bracings lasted only a short time.
They were spectatcular, hut not permanent.
Down, down went the prices, and no purchaseswere sufficient to stiy the descent.

Fought in Vain.
A. A. Housman, of the film bearing his

name, twice stood ont agalrst the assault
of the bears, and each time made a Winkclriedof himself, without doing any benefit
to anybody behind him. Bach thne he
checked temporarily the slippery downward
movement. But Housman nay have had
motives less patriotic than 1ho inspiration
of Winkelried. While he help up prices
for a short time, brokers who were supposedto be associated with him sold rapidly.Some Wall street nun said they
sold three times as many slares as they
bought. And if he had nol checked the
decline they could not have obtained the
prices for whicli they sold.
The bears had a joyous dry. It was

their season to celebrate, and they celebrated.Helping the downwaid movement
were the banks and the trus; companies.
The purpose of these corporations was to
get prices of stock down to tie levei that
conservative men call "reasoaable." The
reason Is plain. Grain is mo\ing through
the country. Money is in derfand. for the
Interior. The lenders.the barks and the
trust companies.naturally inspect carefullythe securities on which money is out
on Wail Street, for there is demand elsewhere.Stocks earning no proit and payingno dividends, still selling for half the
par value, are not always the safest securieltsfor loans. Therefore the banks
called in a lot of money loaned on this
kind of security, for the double purpose of
ri>nlnr-lntr the mnnpv and. of Inereaslner the
interest to 4 per cent, the rate quoted yesterday.Money can not be borrowed now
for 1 y2 or 2 per cent. It is too useful a
commodity.
The prospect of paying 4 per cent was

distressing to some of the operators who
make great speculations. One of the stories
of the day was that a bull wuo likes big
operations was admonished by the bank
upon which he depends for money, that he
was carrying too many stocks, and that he
must sell some or else the bank would
call on him for money. He proceeded, to
sell Sugar Trust stock, and tl.e important
decline in that stock is said to be due to
his sales.
The gleeful bear3, getting a hint of the

predicament of this operator, pounced upon
Shugar stock and helped to push it down,
The decline was 7% points, and at the close
of business the price, $143%, was the
lowest that Sugar touched in the day.
Whenever the stock market is declining

the Gould stocks drop readily. The Goulds
have no interest in holding up the price oi
stocks they keep for the dividends thej
earn, and, unprotected, Manhattan, Mis
souri Pacific and Missouri, Kansas & Texas
dropped with the general decline.

HAWAII COOLIE LABOR.

Supply Obtained from China and Japan's
Tea Gardens by

Contractors.

A good deal lias been written and said
about tbe Indian tea-garden coolie ques-
tion in its several bearings, and probably
a good deal more will be written and said
before it is properly settled.if ever it is.
In the meantime we may take a broader
outlook, says the Calcutta Englishman, in
discussing the question, and see how mattersstand in the Hawaiian Islands. Perhapssomething worth knowing may be
learned from the system in vogue there.
The coolies principally employed on the
STifrnr nlnntntlnns thpre nre Jnnnnese nnd
Chinese, with about 20 per cent Portugueseand Kanakas, or natives of the
islands. The Japanese and Chinamen are
imported direct and go under a three years'
agreement. It costs about $60 in all to get
them to the plantations, including the
journey from Hong Kong or Yokohama, as
the case may be. to Honolulu, and thence
into the interior. As to the wages, they
compare very favorably indeed with coolie
wages anywhere else; the men get $12.50,
boys from $8 to $10. and the women $7.50
per month. Two dollars and a Half per
month of each cooiie's wages are retained
by the employer and deposited in a Honolulubank. This is to secure the passage
money home if the laborers wish to return

whenever they do. It is optional with the
Japanese whether they return or not;
Chinamen are compelled to return. Naturallyif the coolies have proved good and
serviceable they are kept on. if willing to
stay, and wages then rise to $15 per month.
In the case of Portuguese male adults
who sign on, $16 are given and $20 when
their agreement terminates. These men

are superior workers, as a rule, both to the
Japanese and Packays.as the Chinamen
are called.and It is well to encourage a

better class of labor. Now as to the workin^hours. The coolies work ten and a

half hour daily, from 5:45 n. m. until 4:10
P. m. Half an hour is allowed at noon for
lunch, which consists of boiled rice, meat,
a loaf of bread and a bottle of tea.not a

very light repast, certainly. More holidays
fall to the lot of the Hawaiian coolie than
to the average tea garden worker in Assam.The former stops work at 2:30 p.
m. on Saturdays, and has all Sunday to
himself. Then that word.so blissful to
the ears of the British workingmau.overtime.isquite a recognized term of speech
among these fortunate laborers. Any coo1N

Work, too, is much lighter than
it is on a tea-garden in Cachar. say, and
the hoes used are toys as compared with a
No. 5 zodalle. What of the cost of living!
A Japanese can exist comfortably on from
$4 to ?6 a month, and a Chinaman can do
the same on less. Of' course there are
busy seasons, especially the cane-grinding,
when the mills run night and day, witb
the exception of Sunday. With so much
that is favorable to them, it would seem
that no one was required to lojok aftei
their interests, but as a matter of facl
there Is a Japanese Consul as well as a
Chinese Consul located in Hilo, whose par
ticuiar auty it is to iook alter tue coones
interests. The outturn of sugar last seasonfor Hilo was 1G0,000 tons. Tea and
coffee also grow splendidly; bushes of the

There Is absolutelj
no Indian coolie labor on the islands, ant
the planters ar? under the impression thai
the Indian Government will not allou
coolies to be imported in the islands. As
far as we know, however, there is nc
such prohibition, and the opening of yei
anotier field for coolies would doubtless
be wdcome.

She Pumped Her Wheel Sixteen
Hundred Miles in Search

of New Emotions.

Minns her pale gray bloomers, but still
hopeful, Dora De Witt, of Kansas City,
has reached this city, seeking new openingsfor phenomenal exploints on the highboundingbicycle.
Miss De Witt is one of the most rebarkablebicycle productions that ever came out

of the boundless and prolific West. Not'
content with dodging 1,600 miles of hostile
dogs and leering tramps, this intrepid
young woman bursts forth with I'^'gns on
the Brooklyn Bridge.
Just what Dora intends to do to the

Bridge has not yet been made clear, but It
Will doubtless be something appalling and
of a nature to arouse the jealousy of W. II.
Uantz, B. J. The Kansas City phenomenon
intimated yesterday immediately after her
arrival that if nothing else offered she
would ride her wheel up one of the suspensioncables. If that feat should fail to

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MRS. ROSS IN CONTEMPT.
Claimant of the Estate of the Departed

Millionaire Refused to State Her
Claims Specifically.

Newport, Sept. 21..Mrs. Eugenie A. WebsterRoss, who is claiming the estate of
Millionaire King, was declared in contempt
of court without standing in the Supreme
Court to-day and her case thrown out of
court, thus ending, as far as the Rhode
Island courts are concerned, a celebrated

mgut ufiua1, mac .Mrs. ltoss was m contempt,was fully discussed by Judge J ere
Wilson for Mrs. Ross, who did not appear
in court, although she was in town. ExUnitedStates Senator Sheffield spoke for
the Kings. The court entered the followingdecree:
This cause came on to be heard before the full

bench on the petition of the appellant to vacate
the order heretofore entered therein, requiring the
appellant to furnish to the appellees a bill ot particularsof certain facts therein stated, and atrer
heating the same it is ordered, adjudged and decreedthat the appellant's said petition is herebydenied and dismissed, and that the said appellantbe and she' is hereby adjudged and decreed to be
in contempt of this honorable Court for her refusaland neglect to comply with and to carry out
the terms ot the said order.
Judge Wilson moved that the appeal of

ivirs. jsuss ue uisuusseu, nut tins was not
allowed, and tlie Kings then formally
proved the granting of papers of administrationto George Gordon King, and the
Court entered a decree declaring that the
King family are next of kin to the late
William H. King.
Mrs. Ross, Mrs. Hood and a gentleman

reported to be Bishop Burgess, of Illinois,arrived here this morning and went to the
Hartmann House and kept out of sight,but Deputy Sheriff Ivaull waited for Mrs.
Ross, and, rather than have a scene, that
lady consented to the service of papers on
her enjoining her from attaching any propertyof the Kings in this State or in any
way intefering with the distribution of the
esiuie.

It is generally considered by the lawyersthat Mrs. Iioss will not cease working for
the King property, or a part of it. While
the Probate Court matter is probably settledby to-day's decision, the case can in
some way be brought into the ,;»TnitedStates courts, and there it is next~ooked
for.

nine cases to the Board of Health and liis
rather fierce criticism of the action of the,Board of Health in failing to quarantine
Ocean Springs early enough to have preventedthe arrival here of a large number
of people with their baggage from the infectedpoints on the coast, causing the introductionof the fever in this city.
